The christ- 
ening ceremonies iwero performed by 
Miss Alice Roosevelt, daughter of the 
President of the United Slates, in the 
presence of the President, the Prince, 
the Herman ambassador, Von Holtenben, 
and n brilliant assemblage. The Meteor 
moved down the ways at 10:19 a. in., 
amid ii scene of great enthusiasm. The 
launching proper was without mishap 
ami presented a graceful and beautiful 
picture, though it was accomplished in 
a drizzling rain and under other inaus- 
picious atmospheric conditions. 

The special train bearing the Presi- 
dent from Washington to the launching 
i cached Jersey City at OHO a. m. The 
President remained on board until the 
arrival of the I'rince's train n few mo- 
ments after S o'clock. A cylinder head 
on the engine of Prince Henry's special 
blew out and the train was more than 
an hour late in reaching Jersey City. 
Tlie accident occurred shortly after 
living Baltimore.

Then she raised a silver axe and sev- 
ered the rope holding the weight which 
kept tlie ship in the ways on which th';

lieen on board one of His Majesty's 
ships. Please God. may it not be the 
last time. I wish to thank you heartily 
for the reception I have had. from 
the fust day I landed up to this 
moment, and it is my sincere and certain 
impression, that there is a strong feel- 
ing of personal friendship arising be- 
tween us. May it extend to tlie benefit 
of our two great nations. I propose three 
cheers for Mr. Roosevelt." 

The President arose directly to an- 
swer, saying: "I wish to express my 
hearty thanks for the kind words your 
Royal Highness lias expressed on my be- 
half and I wish you to understand that 
it is not an empty compliment that your 
Royal Highness has already wou a genu- 
ine place in our affections and good will. 
T heartily appreciate that His Majesty 
the German Emperor has sent you to 
the American people, and I thank you 
personally, and, of course what, 
much higher importance, that vol 
taken a step which naturally must knit 
closer together the two great nations, 
whose friendship means so much for the 
future welfare of the entire world. To 
express finally a personal wish of mine, 
is to sav that I look forward with great 
pleasure to the day on which I shall be 
vour guest in vour position as admiral 
on board of one of your battl eships.

The Tees brought down the remains 
of the late Mr. Wollacott, provincial 
constable ut Alert bay, who died on Sun- 
day from an attack of bronchitis, from 
which he had been suffering lor a long 
time. The body was accompanied by 
■tho two sons, anil will be taken to Vic- 
toria for burial, 

iNewa was brought of the drowning 
of two men on the Skeena. Lee, an old 
man who made a living by working 
around the canneries in summer, and do- 
ing odd jobs in winter, was crossing tho 
Skeena in a canoe with two Indians, 
when the boat became unbalanced and 
the occupants were thrown Into the 
water. Lee and one of the Indians were 
drowned, the other Indian clinging to 
the upturned canoe till rescued. 

The Haida Indians at Metlukatla, ac- 
cused of murdering a Japanese In mis- 
take for an Indian of another tribe, have 
had a preliminary hearing, and have 
been committed for trial. They will be 
brought down by the next boat. 

As the Tees was leaving Rivers Inlet 
several Indians about the wharf said 
that the news had just come in that 
two Indians who had been out hunting 
in the mountains had been killed by a 
grizzly boar. Tlie details could not be 
obtained.

K. Mc- 
Lennan issued a public manifesto to the 
temperance people to-day announcing the 
organization of the Prohibition Cam- 
paign League to oppose the 'Dominion 
Alliance action in ignoring the referen- 
dum, The league will work to secure a 
large temperance vote on referendum 
liny. 

A petition asking for the disallowance 
of the Liquor Act referendum bill was 
to-day presented to Lieutenant-Governor 
McMillan by the Manitoba Dominion 
Alliance, and a similar document was 
mailed to the Governor-General at Ot- 
tawa. The petitioners urge a veto on 
the ground that such a reference would 
be subversive of the principles of re- 
presentative and responsible government 
inasmuch as it would be contrary to the 
usage and repugnant to the spirit of 
the constitution, and, moreover, injuri- 
ous to the dignity anil prerogative of the 
ICrown, if not also ultra vires of the 
British North America Act. 

The Winnipeg city council passed a 
resolution by a vote of to .! asking the 
legislature to give the city power to 
pass a by-law allowing cars to run on 
Sunday.

P. Payne, of Cleve- 
land, the sum of ,?199,302 succession du- 
ties. He claims Payne left an estate of 
1ST. 2LS in Ontario, chiefly invest- 
ments in and advances to the Canadian 
Copper Company and the Central On- 
tario Railway.

Toronto. Feb. 2.".— A series of lively 
scenes were witnessed lit the opening 
of the Prohibition convention in the Pa- 
vilion to-day, and the proceedings in- 
dicated many differences of opinion on 
(be course to be adopted with regard to 
the proposed referendum. 

b'ev. W. A. Mnekay, referring to the 
referendum bill, said the conditions sur- 
rounding tin' proposed vote were unjust 
and unsatisfactory and temperance 
workers should have no hesitation in 
saying so. When Dr. Mnekay took his 
seat at least a score of delegates arosa 
witli resolutions which they wished to 
read. There was considerable tumult 
and finally Rev. Dr. 'Courtice was re- 
cognized by the chairman and read a 
series of proposed amendments to tho 
hill. Rev. Dr. Courtice favored regula- 
tions requiring that fiO per cent of tho 
electorate be polled and that ")"> per cent, 
of this vote should be necessary to car- 
ry the measure. 

The delegates protested loudly and at 
one time two delegates were reading re- 
solutions from tho platform while an- 
other read his resolution at the top of his 
voice from the rear of the hall. 

Dr. (Mackay appealed repeatedly for 
order and finally declared that he would 
allow no mor a resolutions to be read, and 
the entire meeting was thrown open. 

After listening to a discussion for two 
hours. .1. McKeown. of Drayton, ex- 
pressed the linn conviction that there 
were live hundred different opinions in 
the meeting. 

Rev. C. T. Scott, of London, said any 
referendum they would get from the 
Boss government would make the tem- 
perance men do all the work. 

Mr. .1. A. Rankin said that much as 
he hated the iniquitous liquor traffic, 
lie did not want prohibition unless it 
was a measure that could be enforced 
with some degree of certainty. The 
st congest evidence that th» people of the 
province did not want prohibition was 
to be found in the hall in that they were 
a fluid of the contest. 

Various amendments were also voted 
down and the report of the executive* 
committee was finally carried almost un- 
lauimously that numerous 'deputations 
be appointed to wait on the premier to- 
morrow at one o'clock. 

IN MANITOBA HOUSE. 

Winnipeg, Fell. 23.— -The bill providing 
for a referendum, March 27th, on the 
Manitoba Liquor Act, was discussed at 
length in the legislature to-night. Mr. 
Greenway, leader of the opposition, 
spoke for an hour, taking exception to 
the referendum in this particular case, 
as the act had been passed by the gov- 
ernment and they should stand by it, 
without further reference to the people. 
Premier Roblin replied, defending the 
course of the government in ordering a 
referendum, and was followed by Mr. 
iMyers and other speakers. 



STORM IN 'FRISCO. 

Two Houses Blown Down anil a Lot of 
Damage Done. 

San Francisco, Feb. 25.— One of the 
heaviest southwest storms that has been 
experienced in many years struck this 
city this morning. . 'Hie wind attained 
great velocity, blowing -l,"> miles an hour 
in the city, while at Point Reyes, north 
of the harbor entrance, it reached (it) 
miles at 7:30 o'clock. Ships dragged 
their anchors or broke from their moor- 
ings, a fishing 'boat was capsized, the 
telephone and electric wires were down, 
and awnings, shade trees and fences 
were wrecked and vpedeslrians were 
greatly inconvenienced. 

Telegraphic communication with the 
outside world was cut off. The full force 
of the storm was felt along the bay and 
the bar was so rough that vessels' were 
unable to leave port. 

Two three-story houses were blown 
down in the Mission district. The gale 
as it swept over the Presidio reserva- 
tion left in its trail wreck and ruin. 

Dozens nf tents were wrenched from 
their positions and after being carried 
high in the air were landed yards away, 
■where they were afterwards gathered up 
by I he soldiers, who had a hard light to 
save them. 

To the soldiers the wreck of the tents 
was a serious affair, for the majority of 
them had all their possession's under 
them and before they could collect I heir 
belongings they were thoroughly soaked 
by the rain.

COAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Croat Activity in East Kootonny and 
Alberta. 

Nelson, B. ('., Feb. 25.— (Special. 1— 
News has been received from East Koo- 
tenay and Western Alberta that there 
great activity in the development of 
the coal measures there. The Cnutl- 
diaiHAineriean Coal & Coke company, 
at iFrank, Alberta, is now taking out 
5100 tou« of coal per day, and in six 
weeks, through the development of a 
second level, will increase the output 
tn SW tons per diem. The Canadian 
Pacific railway is taking most of the 
output from Frank, anil the remainder 
is disposed of at towns along the CrowV 
Nc-t line. The company has just, let a 
contract lor the construction of 2o0 coke 
over.; anil the work of building these 
w ill be commenced just as soon as the 
contractor can assemble his material. 
It is anticipated that a market can be 
found for the coal produced at Frank 
at the smelters in British Columbia, 
Idaho, Washington and Montana. Ex- 
periments have demonstrate 1 that the 
Frank coal makes coke of a fair quality. 

Near Frank, the Fleutot 'syndicate is 
developing coal deposits. '.Mr. Jfleutot 
is now in Paris, where l.e has success- 
fully been conducting financial negotia- 
tions in connection witii his colliery. He 
expects to return within a few weeks 
and then promises to build a railway 
spur 'seven miles in length, running from 
the mines to the Crow's Nest railway, 
and to push more energetically than ever 
lie. work which U now in progress. 

The Fishhoirn syndicate, which is op- 
crating near Blairmore, has done e<-?i- 
•dderable work on its coal areas, and 
has marketed some of its product. The 
intention is to build a three mile spur 
to the collieries at Blainnore. There is 
■onsiderable coal land in this section 
that can he taken up. and some for 
sale at reasonable prices, iln the Koo- 
tcnay prss. which lies to the south of 
the Crow's Nest pas.s, there is said to 
lie many thousands of acres of coal 
lands which have not yet been taken up. 
The coal measures are situated on both 
sides of the mountains in Kootenay 
and Alberta, and are said by prospec- 
tors to equal in quantity and quality the 
coal measures of (lie Crow's iNest pas*. 
These coal fields could be easily reached 
by a branch built to the east from the 
I 'row's -Nest Southern railway. 



FROM MISS STONE. 

She Sends a Message to Her Brother in 
Boston. 

Boston, Feb. 25.— The first message 
from Miss Ellen M. Stone to her family 
and friends, was received .tonight by her 
brother. The cablegram told of her 
release by the brigands, and her warm 
welcome by Bulgarian friends in the 
village of Stirtim.ir.ssu. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

■Utistovitz, Fob. 25.— Chas. A. Stone, 
Chelsea, Mass. Free, thank God, and 
well after our captivity of nearly six 
months. Yesterday, Sabbath morning, 
i.Mrs. Tsilka and her seven-weeks'-old 
daughter and I found ourselves left by 
our abductors near a village an hour 
distant firom Strumitza. For three hours 
we waited for dawn, then secured hor- 
ses and came to this city. Kind hearted 
■Bulgarian friends rushed from their 
houses as soon us they caught a glimpse 
of the strange appearing travellers, took 
us in their arms from our horses, with 
tears and smiles, and words of welcome, 
and led us into their house. Word was 
quickly sent to the friends engaged in 
their morning service at chuireh, and 
they came, old ami young, to greet us, 
What thanksgiving to God for this proof 
of his faithfulness to answer their pray- 
ers for all! Even the little children had 
never ceased to pray for ns, their lost 
friends. Since that hour our waking 
time has been crowded with friends from 
the city and fsttrrpuudiug villages who 
have brought us their heartfelt con- 
gratulations for our deliverance. 

"Tlie Turkish government did not fail 
to question us as to our experiences. The 
governor of the city, with his suite, call- 
ed this morning and again this afternoon 
after the arrival of Dr. House and his. 
sou from Salonika, accompanied by M. 
Cairguilo, the Uret dragomun of the 



United States embassy at Constanti- 
nople. The last three have come to 
accompany us to Salonika tomorrow, 
where Mr. Tsilka awaits his long lost 
wife and their baby." 

Strumitza, Feb. 25— 'M. Tsilka. hus- 
luuid of Mine. Tsilka, Miss Stone's com- 
panion in captivity, went to the railroad 
station at Salonika in the hope of ac- 
companying the party of M. Gargiuhi, 
dragoman of the United States legation 
to this place, but the Turkish authorities 
refused him permission to do so, declar- 
ing they suspected him of connivance 
at the capture of Miss Stone.

FIRST ARRIVAL

The steamer Bertha arrived at the 
Outer- wharf early this morning from 
•Kwakume point, where she ran on the 
rocks about three weeks ago. She was 
floated on the ISth, after Divers Mc- 
'Hardy and McDonald, of this city, had 
plugged some of the holes in her hull. 
The tug Fawn was standing by, and the 
steamer was taken to a beach south of 
Nainu cannery for temporary repairs to 
render her tit for the voyage to Vic- 
toria, ('apt. Turner was at the scene 
representing the underwriters, attld Capt. 
Johnusen was directing the work. The 
engineers of the steamer are being great- 
ly praised by the salvage company for 
their work in getting the Steamer to the 
'beach. At low tide the vessel was 
drawing nine feet forward and five feet 
mine aft. The engineers got up steam 
and kept the .ship's pumps going while 
the-voyuge to the beach was being made. 
'There was then live feet of water in the 
vessel. Temporary repairs were made 
'With planking, sheet lead, and canvas, 
and on the 20th all was in readiness to 
start south. On the 21st the Trader 
arrived with the big pumps of the B. C. 
(Salvage company, which were trans- 
ferred to the Bertha. On the 22nd a 
start was made for Victoria, the tui; Al- 
'biou accompanying the steamer. J'he 
cargo was left on the rocks, and Ihe 
Trader remained lo load that. Heavy 
■ weather was experienced in 'Queen 
Charlotte sound, Johnson straits, and the 
steamer made slow progress because of 
her damaged condition. She has about 
45 feel of her stein broken, ami her lore- 
foot knocked off. The Bertha is ai the 
outer wharf, and will probably '• •• re- 
paired here.

Savings bank and owned stock in sev- 
eral other banking institutions. He con- 
trolled a leading newspaper, was treas- 
urer' of three electric railways. lie 
hail investments in various mining enter- 
pr^es, owned a part interest in several 
industrial concerns, and he held several 
valuable pieces of real esrate. 

'Andrews hail established a reputation 
n« n financier by Moating the bonds of his 
railway companies hy organizing a trust 
company and by helping to organize 
three banks. He lived in a hundred 
thousand dollar mansion. He was po- 
lice commissioner of the city and gave 
his $5,000 salary to charity and dreamed 
of the governor's 'chair at Lansing, 

■Looking over the situation last Amr- 
it«t, he found himself worth $1,000,000, 
and he contemplated retiring from ac- 
tive business, to devote his time to his 
duties as police commissioner and to 
his political ambitions. 

In an interview he said: "I have 
nothing to sell and do not wish to buv 
anything. I have about all il ivrWlt in 
this world and will devote part of my 
surplus energy to assisting others."

Central Institute Spends Day 
Discussing Important Agri- 
cultural Topics. 



Breezy Lecture By Prof. C. L, 
Smith, of Minnesota, on 
Dairying Generally. 



Farmers' institute began yesterday 
morning at 11) o'clock. Sevoral visitors 
were present, amongst whom were 
Messrs. IM-iOe Ellison, M. P.P., lor East 
Yale; Dr. Tolmie, tho veterinary Inspec- 
tor, while Mr. Isaac Hurd, the delegate 
from Spalliraioheen had also arrived. 
Through the day other visitors also 
dropped in, amongst whom were noticed 
..Messrs. W. II. Hnyward, M. J?. -K. for 
Metchosin, and John Oliver, Mi 1'. P. for 
Delta. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES' ACT. 

The lirst business taken up was Mr. 
\V ill Lindner's motion, which was 
seconded by Mr. Ed. .Moore, of Alberni, 
to the effect that the present Contagions 
Diseases' Act was unnecessary, injur- 
ious, and unreliable, and that the Leg- 
islature be urged to discontinue the use 
of tuberculin. 

Speaking to his motion, .' Mr. Ladner 
offered seven:! instances in .proof that 
tho test was not only .inaccurate, but 
was even injurious, and that its use was 
being called into question very generally 
amongst stock men, besides showing by 
an example firom his own neighborhood 
the hardships that were possible to be 
inflicted under the present act. 

Major Mutter, in response to a ques- 
tion by the Deputy Minister, explained 
that the tuberculin test is not compul- 
sory, and that only in case of a refusal 
to allow one's cattle to be submitted to 
this test are the cattle put in quaran- 
tine. The law was made. for the public 
good, the protection of the general 
health o£ the community, and it wins a, 
forgone conclusion that no -government 
would repeal such an enactment at the 
request of the stock men. 

i.Mr. Miller said that lie objected most 
strenuously to the tuberculin test. It 
was in his mind wholly bad. But he 
had no doubt but that the other inspec- 
tion clauses of the act were good, and 
desired to see their provisions enforced 
all around. Every carcase should be 
well inspected before being placed on the 
market for sale lor human food. 

i.Major Mutter added that he would not 
permit a cow out of his herd ,to be treat- 
ed witli the tuberculin test, but this mat- 
ter had been up before and had led to no 
action at that time. 

i.Mr. Paisley thought that if .the test 
■were a bad one, the farmers should baud 
together for tiheir own protection and 
have things righted. As it was, at auy 
moment an inspector might bring it 
home to any of them. 

Capt. Stewart intimated that in his 
part of the country the inspectors had 
told the farmers that the test was com- 
pulsory. 

S. E. Tolmie, tho veterinary surgeon, 
told the meeting that no cattle were 
tested without the consent of the owner, 
and then at the government expense. 
He considered that the teat was satis- 
factory in fully 95 per cent, of the 
cases. iA! cow might react to the test, 
and yet be in good condition and tit for 
human food in the initial stages of tho 
disease. 

Some cross-firing between Mr. Tolmie 
and Mr. Ladner followed, allter which 
the resolution was put and lost. 

i.Mr. Munro 'Miller followed this with 
a resolution regarding the meat rather 
than the milk supply, which ran as fol- 
lows: 

"That this Central Institute urge upon 
the government, on behalf of the nealth 
of the country, the necessity of inspec- 
tion of all carcasses in slaughter houses, 
and certifying to litness for food of all 
carcasses to be so offered by the duly 
appointed officers of the Crown." 

He considered that the public health 
demanded good beef, and so all premises 
and each carcase should lie inspected. 

Mr. MoPhee, of Comox, referred to 
the fact that a good deal of meat was 
sold that never entered a butcher's shop. 
In some districts quite a lot was ped- 
dled out, and this should lie inspected 
as well as the butcher's meal, and passed 
on as fit for food. 

i.Mr. Perry, of Nanaimo, and Mr. Met- 
calfe, of Maple Ilidge, both pointed out 
how great inconveniences would follow 
from regulations drafted in accordance 
with the resolution. 

Capt. Stewart turned up the act and 
showed how ample were the provisions of 
the present act. 

Mr. Miller pointed out in how many 
instances the statutes read "may" when 
it should be •'shall." Something ought 
to be done to make a great many of 
these compulsory instead of optional. 

The motion was Wien put and carried. 
THTE AIDVTSORY. BOAKD. 

iMIajor 'Mutter suggested that instead 
of recommending six men to the gov- 
ernment, the names of all present might 
well be sent in to the government tor 
their selection for the appointments to 
t!m board. This would obviate all ques- 
tions of invidious distinction. 

iMr. Metcalfe pointed out that with 
these names it would be well to add their 
particular callings, as the board should 
not bi' composed of stock men alone auy 
more than fruit growers. 

Mr. Harris thought that it would be 
much better for the meeting to select 
six men. 

Major Mutter then put his suggestion 
into the shape of a resolution, to which 
am amendment was offered by Mr. Pais- 
ley., to the effect that the names 00 
selected forthwith. The amendment was 
carried. The selection of the men to 
b'i recommended to the government to 
jtositious on the board was, however, 
i>ostponed. 

INSTITUTE LITERATURE. 

Mr. Collins, in a resolution, urged that 
the uumloer of publications sent out by 
tlie department be increased, as the good 
work of this sort of education was most 
apparent throughout the province. Laid 
year admirable selections had been scat" 
icred, and had been very much appreci- 
ated. 

Mr. Perry suggested that an exchamgo 
be arranged with some of the adjoining 
states, securing thereby a more com- 
plete interchange of ideas. 

.Capt. Stewart pointed out how ably 
the Deputy Minister had pressed for- 
ward this matter, oftimes when it was 
an up-hill work. 

To this Mr. Paisley added the pur- 
port of a resolution of thanks voted at 
his institute in recognition of his very 
successful efforts along so many lines. 
(Prolonged: applause.) 

Mr. .1. 0. Metcalfe and Mr. Venables 
both born testimony to the high stand- 



ard of excellence of the literature sent 
out during the past year. 

Deputy Minister Anderson pointed out 
that it might be well to remember tuiit 
last year the vote of money to this end 
was wholly exhausted, and that it might 
be impossible to send out more than was 
done last year. 

In view of this, the resolution was 
changed to read: "Resolved that the lit- 
erature already distributed lias given 
much satisfaction, and that the depart- 
ment lie requested to continue the same 
liberality." Carried. 

TRAVELLING LIBRARIES, 

Capt. Stewart spoke of the good work 
done in the past through this system, and 
of the deep interest taken in it by li- 
brarian Scholelicld and Inspector Palmer. 
At present there are about 40 libraries 
travelling in the province, and all were 
very highly appreciated, anil ho was 
glad to be nlblo to offer the meeting a 
resolution along these lines. 

'.Mr. Braudrith, in seconding the resolu- 
tion, added further praise to the good 
work of the travelling libraries. 

-Mr. Collins suggested that the libraries 
be stocked with more agricultural and 
horticultural works. These were often 
loo expensive for general buying, and 
yet were very useful. He did not think 
that there should be quite so much light 
literature. The government should 
not be expected to supply books of that 
sort. 

Mr. Metcalfe and several others 
thought that light literature should well 
be included in these libraries. They 
were for all the country folk, and not 
for the institute people. 

The resolution ran that the government 
extend, and continue to distribute travel- 
ling libraries to farming communities, 
remove some of the older books, replac- 
ing them with newer mid more up-to- 
date hooks which will be instructive to 
the fanners, and that a sufficient ap- 
propriation lie granted by the govern- 
ment for that purpose. Carried. 

i.Mr. R. M. Rainier, on behalf of him- 
self and the Parliamentary Librarian, 
thanked the institute r->r their kind ap- 
preciation of their services in connection 
with these libraries. 

WAU.1BR STORAGE 1 . 

'Mr. Noble introdm d the following re- 
solution. That t.ie government be re- 
spectfully asked to make an appropria- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining the 
available quantity of water for irriga- 
tion, the area of land available, and 
the possible cost; and that the Dominion 
government be asked to assist in this in- 
vestigation. Carried. 

Speaking to it, he told of the great 
amount of water going to waste for lack 
of storage basins. Could the water be 
held up until crop time, large quantities 
of grain could be grown, for which iu 
the shape of Hour, etc., quite large 
amounts were annually being sent out 
of the province. He thought that there 
was a splendid chance at Kaniloops for 
an initial experiment to be made. 

Mr. Rayuiiir, in agreeing with Mr. 
Noble's remarks, [minted out that Mr. 
Ellison, the representative in the Legis- 
lature for East Yale was present and 
would perhaps like to speak to tin.' ques- 
tion. 

At the request of the meeting iMr. 
Price Ellison then addressed the meet- 
ing regarding this matter. It was a 
question in which he had for years taken 
t great interest, and at session after 
session had introduced it on the floor of 
the House. The present .government had 
given it a great deal of attention, and 
were hoping to secure the services of an 
xpert who for some time had been in 
the employ of the Dominion government. 
There was a great deal of land in the 
province simply awaiting for the water. 
So soon as tihat was put on, enormous 
•rops were at once available. It was 
luite astonishing what could !bo gtowu 
■von from what appeared to be bare 
rravel beds when water was once sup- 
plied to it. At Peachland on Olcauagun 
lake, the deflection of a small stream 
had made gardens and lawns on what 
was almost washed beach gravel. It was 
not the soil, but the water that counted 
for so much up in the dry belt. He 
thought, however, that the time was 
quickly approaching when, with the aid 
of the government, large areas would be 
added through systematic irrigation to 
the fields of the province. Mr. Ellison 
'!<iol< his seat amidst a burst of ap- 
plause. 

-Mr. Palmer suggested that the Domin- 
ion government be asked to recognize its 
responsibility in this question, the more 
so because there were many miles o.' 
Dominion lauds within the dry belt oil 
this province. 

In reply to a question of the chair, 
Mr. Ellison stated that in his district 
it was not noticeable that irrigation hail 
increased the amount of the rainfall. 

The motion, as amended, was carried. 
STUMPING POWDEiR. 

It was proposed by Mr. VenoJbles that 
the government be asked to procure a 
supply of powder, and place it in the 
hands of the government agents or pro- 
vincial constables for storage and dis- 
tribution, hi the' past the money had 
to be sent down before the powder could 
be sent, hut at his institute it hud been 
thought that the government could well 
guarantee the cost, to the powder com- 
pany, send the powder in live ton lots 
to tbi' government agents or provancia'i 
constables, who should be responsible for 
it. and sell it out for cash in case lots 
or upwards. 

Mr. W'helpton, in seconding the mo- 
tion, stated that in his district the trou- 
ble was that it could pnly be had in 
car lots, and he had been instructed by 
his institute to ask if it could not be 
Supplied in smaller lots, as farmers only 
wanted possibly a dozen cases or less. 

Mr. Miller pointed out that at pres- 
ent it cost more to get the powder 
through the government, through the 
Storage and cartage charges, than when 
the consumer purchased from the com- 
pany directly. The government price 
was 10 cents, while the company was 
ready to sell to private parties at 12 
emits. 

Mr. ,T. R. Anderson stated that the 
iO. P. R. had been kind enough to offer 
that the powder car should be stopped 
all the way along the line, and any 
quantity of powder put off as orders re- 
quired. 

Mr. Perry, of Nanaimo, pointed out 
that powder only cost them when buying 
at the factory at Northiield at the rate 
of !f7 a hundredweight, and he did not 
see why in wholesale lots the govern- 
ment should be charged 10 cents a 
pound, 

Mr. Cade, of Mission, thought that 
there was something wrong in the ques- 
tion of price. The government ought to 
have been able to buy powder at least as 
cheap, if not cheaper, than the farmers 
at Northfield. 

Inspector Palmer stated that the 
lreight charges was at first thought to 
have been the great trouble in the mat- 
ter, but on the proper representation 
'being made to Mr. George ,MeL. Brown, 
the O. P. It. company had granted tho 
.government not only the privilege of 
having the car stopped all along the 
line, and tho powder so distributed but 
iliad even granted that this powder for 
nise in clearing the land should be 
freighted nt half the usual rale. 



■Mr. Hurd, of Armstrong, thought that 
the question of clearing of the laud was 
the question of cheap powder, while ut 
the present time the powder cost so 
much as almost to keep back the clear- 
ing up of the country. 

The discussion was prolonged for a 
few minutes, when Mr. Anderson in- 
formed the institute that he had tele- 
phoned Mr. Scott, of the Hamilton Pow- 
ler company, and had been advised that 
he would come up in the afternoon in 
person to aid in reaching some conclu- 
sion. Thi' further discussion was then 
postponed, and the meeting adjourned Coi 
lunch. 

AFTERNO ON SESSION. 
On resuming the labors of the meeting 
at 2 o'clock the discussion of the powder 
question was resumed, the deputy minis- 
ter reopening the matter by introducing 
I.Mr. Scott, manager of the Hamilton 
Powder Company. 

Mr. Terry, at the instance of the chair, 
resumed the debate by suggest iiyfetluM 
Mr. Scott give the meeting some idea of 
the proper cost of powder. In response 
Mr. Scott stated that there had been no 
variation in the price of powder since 
the rate of seven cents for loose powder 
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to the government for the purposes 
the farmers, and without any instruc- 
tions from .Montreal he was not in :i 
position to submit any changes in those 
prices. 

Mr. Perry, however, retold his tale 
of cheap powder. While some of the In- 
stitute members now present were pay- 
ing 18 cents a pound or $*J a case, the 
miners, the road makers and the farm- 
ers in clearing their land, as for in- 
stance. Mr. Robins, in clearing the big 
359 :lcre property behind Nanaimo were 
getting their sticks at a $3.50 rate per 
case. 

In reply Mr. Scott stated that there 
was some mistake, as his company had 
never sold this grade at less than ton 
cents iu carload lots and twelve cents in 
less than that quantity. Both the Van- 
couver Coal Company and '.Mr. Kobins 
paid these rates for the powder they 
used. Lower grades" of powder were 
sometimes made up in sticks and over 
these the mistake was probably made. If 
it were not a mistake then the matter 
should lie investigated. 

In answer to a question of Mr. Harris. 
Mr. Scott stated that the stumping pow- 
der generally handled was that marked 
"Dunlin"' and contained per cent, of 
glycerine, although the percentage was 
not stamped. Mr. Harris, continuing, 
thought that if the company would sell 
more cheaply they would findfa much 
larger market amongst the farmers. But 
the company, like nl> other companies 
and monopolies, made money 'by bleeding 
the farmers. 

Mr. Cade did not understand how so 
great a difference in the prices could bo 
explained. In his district they hail for- 
merly nsed a great deal of San Fran- 
cisco powder, but of late the Hamilton 
powder held the field, and rightly so, 
for it was fully a quarter better article. 

Air. MoPhee thought Hint possibly a 
system of cheap magazines would assist 
the fanners in getting a cheap article. 
Messrs. Rithet had one on the spit near 
Comox for .some years and it had serv- 
ed very well until washed invn.v. 

Mr. Harris t nought that perhaps the 
Nanaimo people got a cheaper article 
through its being damaged goods or 
packages, for if some such explanation 
was not forthcoming he thought the 
middlemen were making a good thing 
out of tho farmers. 

The question, after some further dis 
(Mission, came down to one of whether 
the powder company could not sell in 
small lots at the ton cent rate, but this.

TRANSPORTATION. 
The report ol' the committee on trans- 
portation, appointed at last year's meet- 
ing of the Central Institute, and con- 
sisting of Messrs. Metcalfe. Hutchinson 
and 'Den lie, was then read by Mr. ,1. (.'. 
Metcalfe. It ran as follows: 



To the Members of the Central Fanners' 
Institute. 

Gentlemen,— We, your committee appoint- 
ed by the Centra] Fanners' Institute of last 
year on transportation, beg herewith to 
submit a short report of, our work. 

The committee waited upon Mr. Peters 
of the Canadian Pacific railway freight de- 
partment with the view of ascertaining how 
far they were prepared to concede lower 
rates on their line to and from different 
points in the province and lo .Manitoba 
nnd the Northwest, on all kinds of pro- 
duce nnd fruit. Mr. Peters of the freight 
department, who had just been appointed 
to his present position, did not wish to 
concede anything until certain information 
was collected respecting areas and quanti- 
ties of various products grown and the 
possible increase of the same, and further 
a.s to any hardships or grievances growers 
and shippers might have In the way of 
excessive rates and lack of accommodation 
ns to train and car service, etc. 

Your committee then Issued a printed elr- 
cnlnr to all the local Institutions. Boards 
of Trade, and some private growers and 
shippers, calling for this information. 

The responses were few. The secretary 
of the committee then wrote all the or- 
ganizations, growers and shippers again, 
urging upon them the necessity of collect- 
ing this data, and further, when they con- 
sidered they were discriminated against in 
a way of freight rates, etc.. to present 
their eases with all the evidence they 
could possibly collect bearing upon tho 
matters. 

The efforts of your committee did not 
meet with the response it desired at that 
time. If they had any hardships or griev- 
ances to adjust they were slow In taking 
advantage of the opportunity presented 
thom. 

The secretary of your committee wrote 
many of them three and four letters again 
urging nnd setting forth the necessity of 
doing so nnd the advantages to be gained 
by it. In the end a good deal of data was 
gathered, but all lacking (with some ex- 
ceptions'!, mainly In proof or evidence bear- 
ing on the particular eases advnnced. 

About this time the Cnnadian Pacific rnll- 
wny nnd the government appointed a spec- 
ial commissioner to travel the province and 
elsewhere with the Intention of calling up- 
on Institutes. Boards of Trade, manufac- 
turers nnd growers and shippers of all 
kinds of produce nnd fruit, personally, with 
the view to collect data similar ill part to 
that of your committee. 

Your committee deemed It Inadvisable to 
proceed further in their work, but endorsed 
the appointment as n wise one and neces- 
sary In the collecting of reliable data and 
more particularly from the difficulty your 
committee experienced In collecting it by 
correspondence. 

We further endorsed It by handing over 
nil data we had collected to the special 
commissioner. Mr. R. M. Palmer. 

Now. although your cotnmltt.ee immediate- 
ly ami directly did not see ninny benefits 
accruing from their labors, they have since 
to some extent, through their efforts be- 
tween growers and shippers nnd the trans- 
portation companies, nnd further in stimu- 
lating our growers nnd shippers, to collect 
the necessary data nnd In nrepnrlng them 
for the call of the special commissioner, 
Mr. Palmer. I 

Your committee obtained some conces- 
sions from the express company In the wnv 
of reductions in the hilling weights of 
small fruit pnelcipes from .It pounds to 2."> 
pounds, and further, on lower rites to 
Winnipeg and intermediate points on fnill. 
nnd In some cases, lorn] concessions.

The report of Mr. Metcalfe was fur- 
ther supplemented by a splendid address 
■Mr. R. M. Palniev in which thet gentle- 
man, on the request of the Institute, 
gave a fair summary if his labors in this 
behalf as commissioner appointed there- 
to by the provincial government. This 
lengthy statement is in effect a suinniary 
of his reum f to the 'Minister of Agricul- 
ture, which it is expected will soon be 
published and distributed throughout 
the province. 



On this question it was moved by Mr. 
Miller and seconded by Mr. Perry, and car- 
ried, that some easier and cheaper way 
should he devised for recovering damag • 
for loss of animals through neglect on the 
part of railway companies to keen the r 
fences In repair, and to urge upon the gov- 
ernment the Importance of having nil rail- 
way fences nt once put in good repair. 

In response to the request of the chair. 
Mr. Hayward, M.P.P., spoke briefly to 
this question, nnd amongst other things, 
'pointed out the difference between railways 
operating under a Dominion and n provin- 
cial charter. There was no doubt, however, 
of their liability regarding the farmers, al- 
thongh h was often a difficult matter to 
get damages when cattle had been dis- 
turbed.

Ill the brightening outlook 
for commerce with Australia and 'the 
Orient in products of this province, not 
a single opportunity can be pointed out 
which has not (been improved by the pre 
sent government. A great mass of ac 
tual work has teen accomplished to 
which we will not refer in detail at pre- 
sent, but which will amaze the province 
at the patience and perseverance with 
which the resources of the country have 
been investigated and opportunities of 
development embraced. 

In the matter of finances, deeds of sub- 
stance are by no means lacking. New 
sources of revenue have been investi- 
gated, the incidence of present taxation 
has been studied and numerous Impor- 
tant economies have been Introduced.

The motion of the Premier made yc 
terdny that the House adjourn until next 
[Monday, was a surprise to those not in 
the; confidence of members of the 
lllouse. The Premier stated that he 
asked the House for an adjournment for 
"certain reasons" without disclosing what 
•those reasons wa>s. It is evident from 
the fart that the adjournment was 
agreed to by every member of /the House 
and passed unanimously, that the gov- 
ernment would iu>t ask for such an ad- 
journment without reasons tor it which 
would make it justifiable to all. These 
reasons must be allowed to disclose 
themselves at the proper time, and the 
confidence in the Premier expressed by 
all sections of the House (without pre- 
judice of course to conscientious dilTerr 
enees of opinion will be fully shared 
aud endorsed by the country. 



DEEDS OK SUBSTANCE. 

As the session wears on, and the pre- 
sent government is called to an account 
of its stewardship, there can be no 
question but that it will gain strength 
Iboth in the opinion of the country and of 
the House. It is certainly not a de- 
bater's government. At least it does not 
occupy itself with such ijaestions as "He- 
cause a seat is a seat, is it therefore a 
place V" varied with a long discussion 
on the modification of this important 
point, "If a pbice is a place does it re- 
main a place iu the absence of a seat, 
or is the presence of a scat an essential 
qualification in the true nature of a 
place?" To the legal Ruperts of de- 
bute who follow Mr. Mc-Bride, these and 
such like may appeal' highly important 
questions, and anyone unwilling to dis- 
cuss them at abnormal length is un- 
qualified to govern a country. But with 
the people of British 'Columbia, a gov- 
ernment reserving its attention for more 
important matters is hound to gain in 
strength if only through the public ex- 
hibition of the puerility of ils opponents. 
■It ho happens, however, thai the govern- 
ment has a record of deeds of substance 
to show, which will appear in clear 
relief as the session proceeds. The min- 
ing industry, the commerce of the coun- 
try, the agriculture of the country, and 
the taxpayers of the country, will be 
found to owe a great debt of gratitude to 
the present government. In connection 
with the mining' industry one of the 
greatest drawbacks under which it suf- 
fered, was the lack of prompt and ac- 
curate information. All sorts of injuri- 
ous aud inaccurate reports were con- 
tinually in circulation, forming a body 
of opinion outside the country hostile to 
its character and resources. There was 
no way of combatting the results of this 
process. Now, however, the facts are 
put in the possession of the public with- 
out delay, and the friends of British 
Columbia are armed to sustain its repu- 
tation. To an industry like the min- 
ing industry, dependent on the breath 
of life on outside 'capital, this is not a 
small, hut a great thing. Its good of 
feels are already visible. We are ready 
to give Mr. McBride the credit for ex- 
ceedingly good work in the Department 
of iMir.es. It is really a very strange 
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At the time when the Crow's Nest 
Coal Company now operating the mines 
at Fernie was incorporated, certain re- 
gulations were made restricting the com 
pany in the matter of its right to chargi 
an undue price for its product, and in 
other ways to protect the Canadian con- 
sumer. It was recognized that this 
company would in the nature of things 
have more or less of a monopoly. As 
regulations are iu themselves of little 
practical effect in restraining « monopoly 
unless there is some leverage to make 
them enforceable, the Dominion govern- 
ment reservd the right to retain 50,000 
acres of these coal lands and the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Company got a 
claim on 3.SM0 acres, entering under an 
obligation,- however, not to mine coal for 
a period of ten years from 1897. In this 
way the possibility of a competitive sup- 
ply was supposed to be assured, if there 
were any attempted evasion of the re- 
strictive regulations on the 'part of the 
Crow's Xcst Coal Company, or any di- 
version of the coal from the purposes it 
was intended to serve, namely, the de- 
velopment of industry through the south- 
eastern mining sections of the province. 

The coal beds of the Crow's Xcst field 
cover a considerable urea and from cer- 
tain points are very easy and economical 
to mine, but from those points only. 
The coal field is intersected by three 
creeks whose valleys or canyons traverse 
the beds of coal. From the sides of 
these valleys the coal may be approach- 
ed, aud lateral workings to any extent 
developed, by means of adit tunnels run 
in upon the coal itself. In the lirsl mine 
opened the simplicity of the operation 
was a remarkable provision of nature. 
From the portal of the mine the coal 
measure itself inclined upward tit just a 
sufficient angle to adequately drain the 
mine. There are three of those creeks 
by whose erosion nature has minimized 
ngiueeriiig problem of approaching 
the coal, anil consequently there are six 
economical mining sites, aud six only. 
Apnrt from l he possession of one of 
them, eon! lands in the Crow's Nest 
fold are not of immediate practical va- 
lue. Everyone is familiar with the modi- 
fications in the policy of the Crow's Nest 
Coal Company since its incorporation. 
Although Mr. .1. .1. Hill does not actual- 
ly control the Crow's Xesl Coal Com- 
pany, still, the policy of that company is 
now directed to feeding industry tribu- 
tary to the Clroat Northern Railway. 
It may be said that this does not neces- 
sarily involve starving the Canadian 
mining industry tributary to the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. The rivalry be- 
tween the two railways might cause it 
to mean this at any time however. 
Surely, therefore, safeguards considered 
necessary in 1S07 are not less necessary 
in 1002. These safeguards consist of the 
,">4,<mm> acres of land reserved from the 
control of the Crow's Xcst Coal Com- 
pany. This land, however, is valueless 
to safeguard anything., if there is no 
economical method of reaching the coal 
which lies under it. At the present 
time, the Crow's Xcst Coal Company 
controls live out of the six available 
sites, and it has been alleged that the de- 
lay on the part of Mr. Clifford Siftoli 
in selecting the government's land, re- 
veals an intention to permit the Crow's 
Xcst Coal Company to absorb the sixth 
site also. What Mr. Sifton's intentions 
are is of course it question on which 
no direct evidence is procurable. .But 
as to his duty there can be no manner of 
question whatever. It is his duty to act, 
and to act quickly, so that, in the event 
of a policy hostile to the Canadian con- 
sumer manifesting itself in the opera- 
tions of the Crow's Nest Coal Company, 
the government should have power to 
safeguard those interests in the manner 
originally intended. Unless the south 
bank of Morrissey creek, the last re- 
maining portal of the coal fields, is re- 
tained absolutely beyond control of the 
iCrow's Neat Coal Company forever, 



Several members of the House have 
seen fit, on a question of privilege, to 
impugn the substantial accuracy of the 
Colonist's report of 'the proceedings in 
the House on Monday afternoon, and 
this action led to a general discussion as 
to bow it all happened.

FOR BRITISH COI.CMiBlA. 

Many Settlers doing to Kootenay From 
the United States. 

While in Itosslaud yesterday on a 
business trip, says the Rossland Miner 
of Feb. loth, Colonel W. X. Br ay ton, 
of Kaslo, general land commissioner for 
the Kaslo & Slocan railroad, gave the 
Miner some interesting details of the 
work accomplished by his company in 
securing settlers for the railroad re- 
serves in East Kootenay. The Kaslo 
& Slocnu road owns a large territory 
adjoining the Kootenay Reclamntiou 
liuidci, and stretching between Crestoil 
on the Crow's Nest road and Port 
tUll. For several years the company 
has been exerting itself to place Set- 
tlers on the lands in question, but in 
the past bwelve months they seem to 
have been more successful than at any 
previous juncture since the lands were 
thrown open. 

"iLast month we disposed of 27,000 
acres of ground in lots ranging from 
a section down, principally in quarter 
sections," remarked Colonel Drayton. 
"These are sold by the company at $4 
per acre and upwards, although well 
worth considerably more. The com- 
pany relinquishes to settlers all timber 
rights also. The lots thus sold call for 
a one-ithird payment in cash at the time 
of sfle, with the balance spread over 
a period of two years, and by this moans 
we secure a superior class of settlers, 
as others are unable to procure the 
ready cash necessary to consummate 
deals. 

"lAinong the last lot of ■settlers to 
determine to settle in British Colum- 
bia is a party of -10 families who move 
from Oklahoma where they now re- 
side. These people are first class farm- 
ers and will devote their attention 
largely, after clearing their lauds, to 
fruit raising, for which the ground is 
particularly well adapted, and for which 
a large market will be afforded in the 
Kootennys and the Territories. Other 
settlers are coining in constantly from 
the .Middle states, St. 'Paul being a 
favorite point for consigning settlers' 
effects .west."

Keporl Thai -Men Will be Bailed in 
the Colonies for the Army. 

From Loudon Military Mail. 

AVe understand from what should be 
and authoritative source that the govern- 
ment has under consideration at the 
present time a scheme to obtain an ample 
supply of men for the army without 
the necessity of resorting to the militia 
ballot. 

The idea i- to establish a recruiting cen- 
tres for every branch and department 
of the army in all the colonies, and at. 
the same time to improve the pay and 
general stains of the army in many 
ways. Prominent among' these reforms 
is likely to be permission, under certain 
necessary restrictions, for men to sleep 
out of barracks. 



In order to Interest people generally more 
intimately In the financial affairs of the 
city, the new comptroller oi New York in- 
troduced some novel features Into the sale 
of city bonds recently advertised. Instead 
of disposing of them in big blocks to a few 
large monetary concerns, he has opened 
the sale to everybody who lias ten dollars, 
or any multiple of that sum. to invest. As 
an additional Inducement to small invest- 
ors, lie has offered a rebate of ten per cent 
for a single bond of ten dollars, which will 
lie awardeil to the applicant before the mil- 
lion dollars tendered forlby a banker at the 
same price will be granted. The comptrol- 
ler believes that the more single bonds are 
purchased by people In modest circum- 
stances, the keener, more active and Intel- 
llsrent will be the Interest taken In civic 
affairs by the public., It will brrgriy In- 
crease the number orf watchful eyes on the 
doings of the Cltv Council, and stimulate 
a wholesome popular pride In the city. The 
low rate of Interest allowed by the sav- 
ings banks should make these bonds at- 
tractive to people of small capital.' and It 
is sound doctrine to bring this sort of In- 
vestment within the reach of as larire a 
number as possible.

He solemnly declared 
that it never entered his mind to raise 
a disturbance during prayer, though he 
claimed tho right to do so if ho saw 
some wrongful act being done. (Mr. 
Curtis' remarks were interrupted by 
cries, laughter, and derisive applause 
from the floor of the J louse and the 
galleries.) 

Proceeding, be gave his version of the 
previous day's disturbances, the inter- 
ruptions continuing. lie concluded by 
calling upon the Colonist to retract what 
he alleged was an incorrect report. 

Mr. McPhillips was the next to rise 
to a question of privilege. He first 
called tho Speaker's attention to the 
fact that persons in the gallery were 
making interruptions. Proceeding, he 
ad from the Colonist report as follows: 
"During the prayers Mr. -Martin edged 
in between Mr. McBride and his chair 
Hid stood ready to sit down the moment 
the devotional 'exercise was ended. Mr. 
Curtis, perceiving Mr. Martin's design, 
lied over and drew the chair away, 
while Mr. MoPhillips pushed his- chair 
into position for 'Mr. McBride to sit 
own on.

THE PACIFIC CABLE, 

Work to Be 'Commenced From End in 
Antipodes Next Month. 

According to mail advices received 
from the Antipodes via Suii Francisco, 
the work of laying the long Pacific 
cable will commence within a few weeks 
or soon lifter the arrival of the 
steamer Anglia, which has sailed from 
England for the purpose, arrives in 
those waters. She is expected ou tho 
1st of next month at 'Sydney, and those 
in charge of the project think that tho 
cable will be open for business by No- 
vember. 

The Anglia is expected to be able to 
pay out the cable at the rate of six or 
seven miles an hour. For some distance 
out of Sydney it will be very heavy, 
weighing 15 tons to tho knot. The deep 
sea portion will weigh ^,S0O 'potmds, the 
usual weight of ocean cables. 

After completing the work of con- 
necting Norfolk island that important 
port of call for vessels trading in that 
part of the world with Australia, the 
Anglia will lay a cable between Doubt- 
less bay and the Fijis. This is carrying 
out tho projection of the trans-Pacific 
cable to Vancouver Island. A steamer 
is now being built in England for the 
work. The intention of the promoters 
of the system is to hurry it to completion 
as soon as the vessel mentioned is ready- 
to undertake it, which it is said will 
be about nine months hence.

Will Continue the Search— Con. 
dor Well Laden When She 
Sailed. 



LI. 01. S.. Phaeton wai> to leave Hono- 
lulu yesterday to cruise back towards 
lisquimalt seeking for traces of the miss- 
ing Condor. She will make a zigzag 
course from the Islands towards Vic- 
toria, and is not expected to reach port 
for at least three weeks. 

It is now SO days since the Condor 
sailed from lEsiruiuialt in the teeth of 
the heavy gale which caused so much 
damage to shipping, and her fate Is etill 
uncertain. She is generally considered 
to. have been lost. A naval officer dis- 
cussing her fate yesterday, said that 
when the Condor sailed from Esquimalt 
she had little freeboard, being heavily 
laden with Supplies, coal, etc. The war- 
ship had four months' provisions for her 
own company, her bunkers were filled, 
and she carried a large amount of pro- 
visions for the south sea islands, in- 
cluding stores to renew the supplies at 
the uninhabited islands where the gov- 
ernment maintains shelters and sealed 
stores for shipwrecked seamen. 

The iNaval and Military Record re- 
ceived in yesterday's mail, says of the 
Condor mystery: ' 
"It is, of course; too soon to attempt 
to judge the wisdom of the authorities 
in sending a sloop of the Condor class 
to the iPaciiic, but should it unhappily 
ho found that the 'Condor has been lost, 
that question will have to be investigat- 
ed. As a matter of fact, naval officers, 
whose opinions are- supposed to have 
some weight with the admiralty, have 
long since condemned such ships as ab- 
solutely useless, us they can neither 
light nor run. and arc death-traps in a 
heavy gale. Meanwhile all hope is not 
yet dead', anil Ihe relatives of the crew 
need not yet despair." 

The same paper has the following re- 
ports of discussion in the British parlia- 
ment regarding the Condor: 

"Mr. Arnold-Fbrster, secretary of the 
admiralty, answering Mr. Iliinnsworth, 
said I here wius no record of one or more 
guns of any vnsser of the 'Condor class 
breaking loose in a heavy sea. There 
was no- information that any deck cargo 
was put on board the Condor before she 
left Bsquinwlt. 

"Mr. YV. Allan asked whether any 
quantity of stores was put on hoard the 
deck of the Condor. 

"Mr.. Arnold-Forstcr replied that be 
had personally examined the log, and 
could find no trace of anv stores having 
been so carried."

oughly understand what Is required, for 
what may be correct In one breed may be 
wrong Ju another. The exact condition re- 
quired to win Is not easily arrived at. and 
when obtained is not very easily maintain- 
ed, especially when a number of dogs are 
kept together. Again, some dogs are more 
easily brought into high condition than 
others. One may bo a gross feeder, and 
another a dainty feeder with Door appetite, 
and what he eats may do him little good. 
It takes long years of experiment to know 
exactly what to do in the different cases 
that present themselves, but If the In- 
structions laid down in this and future 
articles are carefully followed, the most 
obstinate may In time be overcome. "What- 
ever opinions may be held on other points, 
of this there can be no difference of opin- 
ion, namely, that a dog. when shown, 
ought to be be clean, and In such condition 
that a lady may handlo him without soil- 
ing her gloves. A clean, well-groomed dog 
may beat a better specimen shown dirty, 
listless and lean. There can be no excuse 
for showing a dirty dog. Soan Is cheap and 
water is plentiful, and If the owner Is too 
lazy to wash his dog. then he does not de- 
serve to win. Having thus far Indicated 
the preliminaries which have to be gone 
through before a dog can he taken In hand 
<or his final polish and touchliigs, I will 
now proceed to deal with the practical side 
of the subject. The principal points to be 
noted are feeding, exercise, grooming and 
washing. 

Feeding Is all important, but I wish to 
caution the enthusiastic fancier against 
over-feeding, more especially on flesh, raw 
or cooked, or feeding npon heating food. 
These latter irritate the skin and set the 
animal scratching, which, in the case of 
long haired dogs, will tend to destroy the 
coat. Change the diet as often as possible 
when forcing the dog into condition. Tie 
likes a variation as well as his master, and 
will have a better appetite If not confined 
to one dish. As for medicine, leave that 
to the veterinary surgeon. Morel dogs are 
killed by or Injured through well meaning 
hut Ignorant owners dosing them with 
quack medicines than by disease. Put your 
trust In plain, wholesome food and wateU'. 
carefully for any failure of appetite. When 
this occurs change the food. This Is belter 
than tonics, and will have a more lasting 
effect. When forcing a dog into show con- 
dition he will often go off his food. The 
best medicine In that case is rest his stom- 
ach, miss a diet. A tablespoonful of cod 
liver oil given after the evenlnc meal will' 
bring out the gloss on his coat and give It 
i fresh, healthy appearance. I have, how- 
wor, more faith in grooming to develop 
mil brighten the coat, hut the cod liver 
oil Is a help, as Is also a bit of raw lean 
beef, of which dogs are very fond,' given 
once or twice a day when the coat Is 
growing. Boiled liver may 'be used as n 
laxative, and in some breeds an overdose 
of new milk or broth has the same effect; 
The dog at: this time should have many 
little tit-bits, which will occur readily to 
tho owner, but fine starchy foods, pastry, 
etc., should he withheld, as they are In- 
jurious. The aim should be to get the dog 
Into a fleshy, hard condition without sur- 
feiting (lie animal and producing a heat 
of the skin or any of tho other troublesome 
disorders which arise from over-feedtnsr. 
While the iIol' Is being pushed forward 
cro.it care must be used not to over-do It. 
lint If ho lias regular exorcise, and plenty 
of it, there is ilttlo chance of his getting 
Into an obese condition.

The plaintiffs are holders of shares 
of the value of $25,000 and the defend- 
ants of shares of the value of $05,000. 
The plaintiffs claim that under an agree- 
ment between Messrs. Ellis & Co. and 
'Mr. Dunsmuir, when the company was 
'formed, the affairs of tho company were 
to be managed by a board of five trus- 
tees, two to be elected 'by the stock ori- 
ginally issued to Messrs. Kllis & Co. in 
payment for the plant, and three by the 
other shareholders. 

The defendants reply that the ngree- 
.ment was never carried out and has al- 
ways been ignored, and is in any case 
invalid, as it is not authorized by the 
act under which the company was in- 
corporated, and they claim the usual 
right of the majority of tho shares to 
control the affairs of the company. 
Messrs. Peters nnd Criilln appeared for 
tho plaintiffs and Messrs. I.uxton and 
(Gregory for the defendants. 

His Lordship took the case under con- 
sideration and promised to give 'judg- 
ment within a week. In (he meantime 
the trustees elected at the annual meet- 
ing are to act as such, but through their 
counsel gave an undertaking not. to hold 
the shareholders' meeting called for to- 
day to ratify and confirm their election.

From the Happy 
John group on the Alberni caual proper 
up to Anderson hike, a distance of from 
niuC to ten miles, the mineral lode is a 
continuous vein. There has been prac- 
tically no upheaval throughout the eri- 
tiro;.diataiice, and this is a feature which 
is particularly noticeable as being lack- 
ing in many other mining camps in the 
West. In fact the indications are that 
Alberni will be a most profitable lield for 
investment. I secured a lug anil visited 
most of the locations on the canal, but 
my mission was principally to secure 
options on iron propositions. 1 must say 
that as far as these are concerned, I was 
not so well impressed as 1 was with the 
copper claims.

The quality of some of the 
iron ore 1 saw at Alberni is better oven 
than Lake Superior ore, the percentage 
of iron being greater.'' 

IMr. Law was sent into the field by a 
syndicate of capitalists who are figuring 
on establishing iron smelting works, and 
hence have gone into the cost of pro- 
duction, probable market, and other 
kindred matters pretty thoroughly. At 
the present time the only market which 
any iron smelter in this neighborhood 
would have for its product would be 
the coast states — California, Oregon ami 
Washington, and contiguous territory. 
The proposition to ship pi;; iron to China 
and Japan, Mr. Law says is at present 
ami for some years to come would be 
an utter impossibility n« the cheaper 
iron flrom England and the native pro- 
duction would render successful coin- 
petition in the Oriental market out of 
the question. The Iroudalo works were 
started up with tho idea of supplying 
the local demand. "At the same time." 
said Mr. Law, "We would be only too 
glad to see our way to starting works 
on this wide of the line, but even figur- 
ing on a bounty of .SI! per ton it would 
be out of the question.

Splendid Performance of Dumas' Beau- 
tiful Romantic Drama, "€111111110." 1 

"Camille" lias been played very often 
in Victoria, but never so well as l>y 
Florence Koberts at the Victoria theatre 
last night. Those who saw her as 
"Zaza," the previous evening, were cap- 
tivated by the spell of her art— last night 
she captured the admiration of the rest 
of the town by her magnificent presen- 
tation of Dumas' unhappy eocotte. The 
most carping of critics might seek in 
vain for a flaw in her work, which is 
distinguished by perfect naturalness, a 
quality so often absent in the perform- 
ances of artists on whom the world has 
destowed the title, great.

British Columbia competition In the mat- 
ter of ship repairing Is causing the United 
Mates .ship repairing Arms located on the 
bound tn squeal In no very uncertain man- 
lier ami an attempt Is now being made to 
make It Impossible for American bottoms 
to secure repairs on this side of the line 
"' ltl 1 a great deal of difficulty and ex- 
pense, says the Vancouver Province \ de- 
spatch from Washington. D. C. says:' 

"Under present conditions an American 
vessel can be taken to British Columbia, 
anil after undergoing repairs, can be re- 
turned to the United States without pay- 
ment of duty on the articles used In mak- 
ing the repairs. This practice obtains not- 
withstanding the fact that machinery and 
boilers Imported into this country from the 
Canadian side are subjected to heavy duty 
when the Topeka and other steamship-- 
which were wrecked In Alaskan waters 
were sent to British Columbia for repair", 
the matter wan discussed and subsequent- 
ly a bill was Introduced to afford relief to 
the Paget Sound shipbuilding companies 
which suffered from the competition. 

Opposition developed to this measure 
and the commerce committee of the senate 
dually refused to glvo tho matter further 
consideration. In the menntlme the ques- 
tion of the Injustice Which appears to be 
suffered by Pujrot Sound shipbuilders Is 
again being discussed, and Senator Foster 
thinks he may be able to bring the matter 
again before the senate commerce com- 
mittee with some prospect of relief." 

The tenor of the above riesnatch Indi- 
cates that Paget Sound shipbuilders have 
been hard hit lately by the fad that a num- 
ber of large contracts 011 Amerlcar. bottoms 
have been secured by shipbuilding and re- 
pairing firms on this side of the bmmdarv 
Mae. says the Province. Everv effort will 
undoubtedly lie made to brine about a con- 
dition of affairs which will render impossi- 
ble the repairing of American vessels In 
British Columbia, but then there Is a pos- 
sibility that the machinations of Hie Puget 
Sound men may come to aught. Even sup- 
posing that some legislation Is passed wli'cli 
makes It more profitable for American shin- 
owners to have their work performed on 
the Sound, the Industrv of shlp-renalring In 
British Columbia will not feel the terrible 
shock, as American bottoms form but a 
small percentage of the whole number 1 of 
vessels repaired here annually. 

An instance of the competition of Brit- 
ish Columbia firms with those of the Sound 
Is that of the contract for the repairing of 
the steamer Roanoke, which was awarded 
to the British Columbia Marine RflllwflV 
company. The Roanoke was In lured In 
Moron's yard at Seattle in a pniindlmr 
match with the steamer Oregon during a 
storm. Of course, as she lav at Moran's 
vard. It was an unheard of thing that n 
Canadian linn should siian so good a plum 
from under the nose of the companv to 
which the citizens of S-nlt'e not so |on<i 
a<-o donated the s .„ m of SIOOOOO that a bat- 
tleship might be constructed at Seattle.

TRESPASS AND GA1IE. 

Mr. Artlen prefaced bis resolution regard- 
lug an amending to the trespass act, with 
a statement of the difficulty of obtaining 
redress when the too ardent sportsman gets 
on forbidden ground. These people coming 
from town do' damage to crops and prop- 
erty, and sometimes even kill chickens 
and other domestic fowls, und If caught 
even red-handed, have a chance to be im- 
pertinent Instead of being placed under ar- 
rest. 

Mr. Haywnrd explained that under the 
Trespass Act a man could only be prose- 
cuted on the second occasion of his tres- 
passing, and that, too. If damage were done 
the J. P.'s could only order recompense to 
the extent of $20. Tho /Game Act gave 
some protection but not enough, as the 
question was one of trespass and not of the 
game law alone. Near thei cities, us they 
found near Victoria, there was n creat deal 
of annoyance. Turkeys, chickens and even 
calves were shot and some of the farmers 
had 11 good deal to complain of. lie advo- 
cated tho altering of the act in Such a way 
as to make It a trespass. It was not, how- 
ever, what can be done, but what l.s done, 
and there Is no doubt that tho present en- 
actments to all Intents und purposes were 
of no avail. 

After 11 short discussion a resolution wan 
carried. 

EVENING SESSION'. 

At S o'clock last night the Institute met 
again to listen to an address by the Hon. 
C. I j. Smith of Minnesota. Besides the 
institute delegates, several visitors were 
present, amongst them being Messrs Trot- 
ter Johnson.

Should such futilities disparage:

To cheapen that's a great mistake. 

Though It may cause unthinking laughter; 
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everything like book learning as of no valtio I 
to the tiller of the soli. After a campaign 
In the Civil War lie had gone home with 
the intention of securing an education, but 
being dissuaded by his parents and friends, 
gave up the Idea. Moon afterwards, how- 
ever, au attack of rheumatism laid him on 
Ids 'bed for three years, and there he read. 
And In that he learned to take advantage 
of the misfortunes of others by looking up 
Its causes and so avoiding their result, 
in his day one farmer might have small 
■pigs und his neighbors big ones, but tic 
unfortunate one attributed it oalv to bad 
Inch, Good luck or bad luck in that part 
were the only causes of success or failure, 
and yet they learned to' do a little towards 
regulating the luck. He noticed, too. that 
the hardest workers were not always the 
ones to enjoy the good luck. 

When a dairy association was formed In 
Minnesota they were laughed at by the 
whole State, and had but 20 members. But 
at last they put their hands Into their pock- 
ets and sent two representatives to Elgin, 
ill., to attend the Northwest Dairymeas' 
Association, to go down and listen and 
come back to tell all about It. The two 
did more: they asked the association to 
meet In Minnesota the next year, and so 
got an elephant on their bands. However, 
they got up and hustled and Mankato gave 
$400 and the opera house, and so In spile 
of the laughter of a whole State and with 
the taste of five-cent green butter In their 
months, they made It a success. And out 
of this grew the Farmers' Institute meet- 
ings. 

At that time he became imbued with the 
Idea that diversified farming would 'be a 
great Improvement over the one-crop sys- 
tem then In vogue la that' State. And in 
Hie advocating of that system lie found the 
great benefits of meeting together was the 
passing on from 1 one to another, not only 
of the best methods and their attendant 
successes, but also the bad methods tint 
led on to failure. Progress on these lines 
was slow at first, but once began It rolled 
on fast. And so In Minnesota In ten years 
they were getting three times as many 
pounds of batter from each cow 'and get- 
ting twice as good a price for the product. 
Thirteen years ago that State had one co- 
operative creamery: last year there were 
over 1,000 of these Institutions. The 
monthly creamery cheque was a great teach- 
er. It taught them to know good cows, to 
keep good cows, to keep them well and 
kindly. 

To a question by Mr. Noble the lecturer 
stated Hint »■ cream separator only takes 
from the milk the portion that grw-s to bum 
up as fuel to keep It warm. Better calves 
can be crown on skim milk and grain than 
when the calf gets it nil by sucking the 
cow. In feeding the calf, however, care 
must be taken of such matters as tempera- 
ture, sweetness: also of the amount It Is 
allowed to drink at once. The butter fat 
keens It warm but It does not make bono 
or hair or help them to grow. 

HOW NOT TO FEED A CALF. 

The calf born In the morning Is ready to 
feed at night. If frightened It Is not hun- 
gry. The calf never saw a man and a 
bucket before, and Is frightened. He puts 
the pall down, chases the calf, bestrides it 
with his legs, catches it bv the ears, and 
chucks Its bead Into the bucket, but It 
won't drink. 

HOW TO PEED IT. ' 

Let It suck the cow once. Then put It over 
'in the manger where the mother enn lick 
It. At night put It Into a stanchion, let 
the cow lick It and It gets accustomed to 
the place. Then put a couple of quarts of 
warm fresh milked milk Into a clean pall in 
front of It. und with Its head over tills pall 
its hunger will sooa lead it to drink for It- 
self. A couple of quarts of fresh milk for 
a fortnight, then gradually changing It to 
four quarts of skimmed milk with n little 
whole oats and at six weeks a little hay 
and a pound of oats a day. 

To a question of Mr. Ladner's. 'Mr. Smith 
stated that gathered cream would make 
a.s good butter. If the cream Is properly 
bandied, as if the cream had been separ- 
ated at the creamery. The growing opinion 
Is in favor of separation at the farm. The 
Hazelwood creamery of Spokane got the 
to]) price for Oregon and Washington in 
spite of. some of it being brought 50 and 
100 miles by train after being separated on 
the farm. The butter was of a good uni- 
form sort. In many places this is laughed 
down, but then those who hnvo never done 
a thing are tho people who have never 
done It. The gathered cream system has 
the advantage too of leaving the milk at 
the farm In the best form for feeding, be- 
sides saving the cost of hauling the milk. 
A GOOD RATION. 

In answer to u question of Mr ECurd's, 
tile lecturer stated that for a good ration 
a combination of peas and oats, clover hay 
comes next, their wheat and vltches: timo- 
thy Is the poorest. Of grain, three pounds 
of bran, and as many pounds of mangels 
and carrots as she gives pounds of milk. 
For tile Island and lower Mainland he 
would recommend grow more peas and 
oats, more clover and more roots. With 
timothy hay. bran shorts and oil would do 
well. Ten pounds of timothy hay would be 
all right to mix. Potatoes are the poor- 
est of all root*, one pound of . them being 
equal to five pounds of timothy hay. Tur- 
nips should not be fed at night, but are all 
right once a day just after milking in the 
morning. Carrots are harder to digest than 
mangols or turnips. The sugar beet is bet- 
ter than the carrot, and after that comes 
the mangols nnd : turnips.

She was sixteen 
davs tossing ill the rough seas outside 
the entrance to the Straits. Six times 
she tried t<> bent in. "but was driven oil 
the coast each time, and had a rough 
pxperience Iu the storms which raged 
continuously. Hor ballast shifted and 
with a bad list she was laboring in the 
high seas which broke over her decks, 
while the majority of the crew worked 
hard below shifting the ballast hack into 
place to trim the vessel into an upright 
position again. There are a number of 
other vessels outside the Straits awaiting 
an abatement of the storms to enter 
port. Yesterday a heavy southeast gale 
was raging outside and it was likely that 
they would stand further off shore. 
There are several sailing vessels due. 
included amongst which is the loaded 
cargo ship McDiarmid, which is thought 
to be among the delayed fleet oil' the 
coast.

LOOT SCANDAL. 
There is an evident desire on the part 
of the government to suppress tho loot 
scandal. It is said that certain high 
officials in the government are seriously 
Involved, if not themselves directly, as 
looters or receivers, yet as having 
friends or relatives in the mess. Olio 
vernacular paper hits been daily making 
the must explicit charges against well- 
known men, but the government, usually 
so quick to stop journalistic license of 
the kind, has not interfered. The paper 
in question is reputed to he the organ 
of a party in opposition to the govern- 
ment. In the meantime, the govern- 
ment announces that it is "investigat- 
ing" the matter, and has made three 
arrests— not of looters, but of men who 
accused others of looting, the govern- 
ment's charge being "hearing false wit- 
ness." Supporters of the government 
here say that the whole matter is very 
much exaggerated for political purposes, 
and that the illegitimate looting done 
was by comparatively few individuals. 
Baron Kodama Oenturo, minister for 
war, is stated to have been desirous of 
prosecuting the loot investigation, and 
to have therein run up against the pre- 
mier. At. any rate tho Baron has re- 
signed his portfolio, professedly with the 
desire to devote himself wholly to For- 
mosa, of which he is govern ir-geueml. 
IBs successor in the war ministry will. 
< said, be Viscount Takashima. In 
meantime the opposition is harassing 
government in the Diet with inter- 
illons as to the loot question. 
Oil 1 NIESE INDEMNITY. 
'Shanghai, Feb. 2.— The Bankers" com- 
missions here received on the .'Hst lilt, 
the first installment of the Chinese in- 
demnity, viz., Hongkong tls. 1,820,000. 
The instalment will be distributed to the 
powers in the following percentage: 

Russia, 21); France, 15 T-l(>; Japan, S; 
Italy O; Austria, 1: Spain, 1-KS; Ger- 
many, 20; Great Britain. 11; United 
'States, 7; Belgium, 2; 'Holland 2-10. 

There is some difference of opinion be- 
tween the foreign bankers and the 
Chinese officials as to how the instal- 
ments are to lie paid in future. The 
Bankers' coumrflissioil wants to fix 
monthly instalments, but the Chinese 
authorities would prefer a longer in- 
terval. According to the protocol, tho 
interest, which China pays on the prin- 
cipal of the indemnity, is payable in 
June and December. 

FEWER. TROOPS. 
Foreign t.rooi>s stationed nt Tientsin 
are to he decreased to about two bat- 
talions for each power, and the military 
headquarters tire to be converted into 
garrisons. The time for the {withdrawal 
of the troops will be the end of Febru- 
ary, or the beginning of March. 

The French government has decided to 
construct a direct railway line between 
Bnotingfu and Tientsin. 

It is rumored that as a result of the 
recent audience of tb> wives of the 
foreign ministers with the Ednnress 
Dowager, a new imperial edict will be 
issued, allowing intermarriage between 
the IMnnchus and the Hans, forbidding 
the distortion of the feet of women, and 
ordering the sons of imperial families 
ind high dignitaries to be sent abroad 
in future to study Western methods.

FOB WIFE'S lMUUiDEIIi. 

Man Arrested For Crime Committed 
Half a Year Ago. 

New York, Feb. 2o.— Joseph Wilfred 
Blondin, charged with the murder of his 
wife, by cutting oft" her head at llelms- 
ford, near Boston, Mass., last .rune, 
was arrested here today. He was ideu- 
titied by a detective from dJoston while 
ho was making application to be ex- 
amined for an engineer's license. r JL'he 
prisoner admitted his identity, but pro- 
fessed to know nothing of the killing 
of his wife. Yesterday Blondin called 
at the bureau of boiler inspector's head- 
quarters to apply for an engineer's li- 
cense. He evidently did not notice his 
own picture posted on the wall with tin; 
usual announcement of a reward for his 
apprehension. The similarity between 
tho portrait and the applicant caught the 
eye of a roundsman, who slipped out and 
notified Captain Titus, of the Detective 
bureau, who directed him to tell the 
man to call again this morning, and 
wired to Boston for a detective who 
could identify the fugitive. When 
Blondin returned this morning, he was 
instantly identified by the Boston detec- 
tive. A't a signal four policemen threw 
themselves on the man and secured him. 
In court the prisoner was remanded un- 
til tomorrow, to await extradition pap- 
ers. At headquarters he declared that 
he bad last seen his wife, while he was 
seeing her off from the station at Bos- 
ton. Hearing of the discovery of her 
body, he feared, he said, hi- would he 
accused of the murder, and lied to New 
York. He said that he had lived in 
Brooklyn, Mount Vernon, and White 
Plains, and had made several trips as in 
coal passer on a North German Lloyd 
steamer. When arrested he said he was 
trying to get the position of engineer in 
a hotel in which he worked.
